U-BOAT YARDS

Four-Motored Bombers Pour 
Missiles On Vegesack;

LONDON, July 20 — German 
submarine building yards at Vege- 
sack, about 12 miles north of Bre­ 
men 
on 
the 
VVeser river, were 
blasted during the night in a heavy 
raid by four-motored Royal Air 
Force bombers. 
Other targets in northwestern 
Germany 
also were attacked by 
the British bombers 
Three of the R.A.F. planes fail­ 
ed to return from the assault. 
The raid was another in the 
RA F. cycle of bombings designed 
to smash German u-boat construc­ 
tion plants and 
lessen the Nazi 
blowa against United Nations ship­ 
ping. 
Ship building facilities at Bre­ 
men itself have been devastated by 
forceful bombings, including one 
of the 
gigantic 
1,000-plane as­ 
saults. 
Submarine plants near bombed- 
out Luebeck and at Flensburg in 
Schleswig-Holstein adjoining the 
Danish frontier were subjected to 
major raids Friday night. 
Admitted By Berlin

dispatch by the official German 
news agency, DNB, acknowledging 
that British planes had 
bombed 
northwest Germany. 
It was asserted by the Nazis 
that the damage was "insignifi­ 
cant."

COLUMBUS, July 20 — Col. 
Chester W. Goble, state Selective 
Service director, said today that 
he had asked national headquar­ 
ters “at least eight times” for a 
directive clearing up the order in 
which 
married men 
are to 
be 
drafted. 
In answer to published demands 
that he should “cut red tape” and 
act according to the recent con­ 
gressional mandate which in ef­ 
fect decreed that no married men 
be drafted until all single men 
are called, Colonel Goble stated 
that his first duty was to fill Ohio 
quotas. 
“I have been acting and I shall 
continue to act according to direc­ 
tives received from Washington,” 
the colonel said. 
I have asked, at leait eight 
times, for a directive clearing up 
the order in which married men 
arc to be drafted. I have been 
criticized in Cleveland papers be­ 
cause married men have been 
drafted in Ohio since Congress’ 
action, while they have not been 
called in Illinois.” 
Goble said that state headquar­ 
ters had been kept open Saturday 
afternoon and ail day Sunday so 
that, if the directive had come in, 
it could have been forwarded to 
the 330 local boards immediately. 
"I can’t do more than I have 
been doing,” he stated. "However, 
if I don’t receive an answer to my 
requests soon—I hope to today— 
the matter shall be taken up di- 
tectly with Maj. Gen. Lew’is B. 
Hershey, national Selective Serv­ 
ice administrator.”

WASHINGTON, July 20—With 
their military trial nearing a dra­ 
matic end. authorities today or­ 
dered soldiers guarding the eight 
Nazi saboteurs to be on the dou­ 
ble alert to prevent a courtroom 
demonstration or a move to kill 
one of their own number.

4.000 Germans and Italians in less 
than a week of battling during 
which they have improved their 
positions all along the 35-mile 
front, the imperial high command 
disclosed today. 
"Four thousand prisoners have 
been taken since July 14,” it 
was announced in an official com­ 
munique. 
"Yesterday our troops main­ 
tained their positions on all sec­ 
tors," the communique said. 
After making a slight new ad­ 
vance along El Ruweisat ridge, IO 
miles south of El Alangin, and 
progressing at the southern end 
of the line above the fringe of 
the Qattara salt marshes, battle- 
hardened 
Australian troops re­ 
gained full possession of the Tel 
El-Makh-Khad ridge, a few miles 
south of Tel El Eisa (the Hill of 
Jesus) on the coastal railway. 
At Tel El Eisa itself, where 
week-long see-saw battles have 
raged between the Germans and 
Italians on one side and Austra­ 
lians and South Africans on the 
other, the imperial units main­ 
tained control of dominating posi­ 
tions.

MOSCOW, July 20— Nazi Germany’s threat to th« Gob- 
casus, the Don basin and Stalingrad is “great,” the Soviet 
army newspaper Red Star admitted today, but late dis­ 
patches described increasing Soviet successes at Voronezh, 
where all enemy forces have been placed on the defensive. 
The Red army is fighting hard to check the German ad­ 
vance in the South, and there is no indication that the 
enemy has reached Kamenskaya, south of Millerovo, or 
{the important railroad junction of Likhoya, which con­ 
nects with the main line to Stalingrad. 
Ljkhoya is about IO miles south of Kamenskays and 
* about 243 milea from Stalingrad. Likhoya can be assum­ 
ed to be the German’s present main objective. 
If suc­ 
cessfully defended, the Nazi threat to Stalingrad will be 
greatly diminished. 
Violently attacking Russian forces are taking an increas­ 
ingly heavy toll in German casualties as they recapture 
village after village in the Voronezh sector, the Soviet 
high command announced. 
D anger Still G reat 
But with Russian troops forced out of Voroshilovgrad 
’and with the Germans still 
advancing

South, Red Star summed up 
the situation in the words: 
“The danger in the South 
is great.” 
Red army units defending

GAS RATION 
SYSTEM 
W 
ASHINGTON — “Price Asphyxiator” 
Leon Henderson, with a long and de­ 
served 
reputation 
for 
championing the 
little fellow, got in the opposite corner the 
other day over deliveries of gasoline. 
His 
decision, together with that of War Pro­ 
duction Board moguls, probably means 
that a lot of little gas stations will go 
to the wall for good. 
What happened was that Oil Coordin­ 
ator Ickes proposed continuance of the 
present system of delivering only 50 per­ 
cent of gas to all stations. Thus if a filling 
station was buying 
4,000 gallons a week 
normally, it would get 2,000 gallons. 
Ickes argued that this was the fairest 
system for all concerned, that it was favor­ 
ed by oil and gas men, that it should con­ 
tinue. 
However, the WPB and Leon Hender­ 
son said no. 
Under Henderson’s new' gas 
rationing plan, a filling station can buy 
gas only according to the number of ra­ 
tioning coupons it turns in. Thus, the more 
rationing coupons it collects, the more gas 
it can buy. 
Ickes contended that this would mean 
cutthroat price wars, with one station try­ 
ing to take business away from another. 
The filling station that had one of the big 
oil companies behind it would have a bet­ 
ter chance of getting tire business, while 
the independent would be out of luck and 
forced to close. 
However, some of the WPB moguls ar­ 
gued that a lot of business firms were go­ 
ing to close anyway and some of the filling 
stations would have to be among them. 


STORED BLOOD 


CREAKING of “ blood banks” and so on, it 


^ 
seems as if this generation is begin­ 


ning to realize the scriptual saying that 


God “ hath made of one blood all the na­ 
tions of the earth.” 
Certainly the wide­ 
spread use of stored blood nowadays, both 
in civil life and in the armies, is pretty well 
mixing bloods. 
People of all breeds and 
colors now contribute to such stocks of 
blood plasm, 
when 
they 
are physically 
sound. 
And a home patient after a severe 
operation, or a wounded soldier at the 
front might be surprised if he knew' the 
varied mixture he 
was taking 
into 
his 
circulatory system. 
But there is no cause for alarm in this 
procedure. The doctors explain that there 
is nothing hereditary 
in blood injections, 
any more than there is in the oyster you 
sw allo w or in the shingle you nail on the 
roof. 
The blood plasm is ’merely rough 
building material for the body. 
Heredity 
is carried only in the “genes” or body 
cells, which are riot involved in the blood 
and not represented in 
the 
blood banks. 
Popular notions about blood, it seems, have 
civ ays been wrong.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Relates Experience 
Of a Health Foundation

I AM IN receipt of s well- 
printed volume which rives ths 
experience of the W. K. Kellog 
Health Foundation. This founda­ 
tion operates in Michigan and was 


which meant that all the farmers 
and food handlers in the commu­ 
nity had to be convinced that they 
should cooperate in order to pro­ 
vide good, clean food. 
Immonisatfeea 
Universal protection against in­ 
fectious diseases was astablished 
which meant an intensive program 
of education. ’’Of count Johnny 
will ba immunised against diph­ 
theria on his nine months’ birth­ 
day,” said casually by health work­ 
ers over and over again through 
the radio, the printing press and 
private talk* was found to be 
worth more than any amount of 
education. 
The wonder of the thing to ma it 
that so many prejudices were over­ 
come. This includes prejudices 
held by the medical profession and 
nurses as well as by parents and 
teachers. I still pet letters from 
stupid people with stones about 
soldiers who fall down after they 
have taken immunizations in the 
Army. None of the immunization 
testa taken in the Army can pos­ 
sibly be harmful, but the fools still 
think they are. 
But it is surprising how well 
the program has worked; so well 
in fact that a few years ago this 
community in Michigan agreed to 
pay a voluntary tax to continue 
the work. It involves a great deal 
of trouble but the experience ap­ 
parently proves that no trouble is 
too much to attain good health.

It ii probably 
the most extensive social experi­ 
ment in health planning ever 
made. 
It began in one county in Michi­ 
gan and the entire county was or­ 
ganized for the purpose of improv­ 
ing the general health. Before em­ 
barking on this crusade the Board 
of Trustees of the Foundation de­ 
cided that they would use ita re­ 
sources mainly in the application 
of knowledge rather than in re­ 
search or relief. 
Research is of unquestioned 
value but support was already 
available for many worthwhile 
projects. Relief is necessary but 
has come to be an accepted re­ 
sponsibility of the government. 
The important thing to do, In their 
judgment, was to find ways abd 
means to help the average citizen 
apply the knowledge that had al­ 
ready been won for him. 
Educating a Community 
This was a big undertaking: all 
of the resources in the way of hos­ 
pitals, schools, churches and homes 
of the county had to be utilized; 
all sorts of social service workers, 
including school teachers, priests, 
and parents, had to be educated 
and especially educated to And out 
what the needs of the community 
were. 
It would hardly be possible to 
mention the individual activities 
of the foundation in establishing 
their work. Of course, most of 
the work was concentrated on the 
health of the children. This began 
with rural maternity care and in­ 
cluded the nutrition of children

Answering the boy’s 
call for help, Pugh dived into the 
water and pushed him to safety 
on a sand-bar, but went down 
himself. 
His body was recovered half an 
hour later by three rescue swim­ 
mers. Ed Crist of Lancaster, Ray 
Sisco of Rockbridge and Richard 
Sisco of near Amanda. 
Friends said that Pugh had 
come home from his job as an 
ordnance worker in a Sandusky 
plant for a week end at home. 
Saturday, he planned the swim­ 
ming party for Miss McNabb, her 
young brother and sister. Jean. 9. 
Friends said he was an excellent 
swimmer.

Monday 
appealed to the housewives of the 
district “not to throw away a 
single drop." 
“Save all your waste cooking 
fats,” he said. “Save your pan 
drippings from roast ham, beef, 
lamb and poultry. Save broiler 
drippings from steaks, chops, veal 
and bacon. Save deep fats, wheth­ 
er 
lard 
or 
vegetable 
shorten­ 
ing. 
from potatoes, fish, dough­ 
nuts, etc. 
“Pour 
into 
a 
clean, 
wide­ 
mouthed can, such as a coffee 
or vegetable shortening can. Be 
sure that the can is spotlessly 
clean. And strain your fats as you 
pour them in, so that all foreign 
matter is removed. 
“Keep them in a refrigerator or 
a dark, cool place until you have 
collected at least one pound. Then 
take the can of fat to your meat 
dealer, who will weigh it and pay 
you the established price of five 
cents a pound for it. He in turn 
will sell it to a renderer at a mar­ 
gin of only one cent a pound for 
handling. 
“Please do not take less than 
one pound at a time to your meat 
dealer. Don’t save fats in glass 
containers or paper bags. Don’t 
let them stand so long that they 
become rancid. If they do, the gly­ 
cerine content is reduced. And 
don’t take your fats to the dealer 
on weekends if you can avoid it. 
He is cooperating patriotically.”

A crisis exists in our war production program which can 
be solved only by the ratQQtip, cooperation of the 
' American people. 
** 
We are faced with a serious shortage of Steel scrap, 
rubber and other vital materials. 
This shortage must be filled. * 
By “scrap’! we mean the ordinary Junk which today is 
flying in the barnyards and in the gullies of farms; in the 
basements, attics and garages of homes and stores 
throughout the country 


The steel industry operates on the baste of half-and* 
half—about SO per cent metal from pig iron and SO 
per cent remelted scrap metal. 
Therefore, about SO per cent of every tank, every 
ship, every submarine and evary gun is made of scrap 
iron and steel• 
The steel industry has been rapidly stepping up its 
production—from 67,000,000 tons in 1940 to a record- 
breaking 83,000,000 tons in 1941. Production in 1942 
is already ahead of 1941, but we need to get production 
up to the industry’s full capacity of 90,000,000 tons—a 
total equal to the output of the rest of the world combined. 
This volume of production cannot be attained or in­ 
creased unless an additional 6,000,000 tons of scrap iron 
and steel is obtained promptly. 
We are faced with the fact that some steel furnaces 
have been allowed to cool down and that many of them 
are operating from day to day and hand to mouth, due 
only to the lack of scrap. 
The rubber situation is also critical. In spite of the 
recent rubber drive, there is ^continuing need for large 
quantities of scrap rubber. 
We are collecting every possible pound ofsclap from 
the factories, arsenals and shipyards; we are speeding up 
the flow of material from automobile graveyards; we 
are tearing up abandoned railroad tracks and bridges, 
but unless we dig out an additional 6,000,000 tons of 
steel and great quantities of rubber, copper, brass, zinc 
and tin, our boys may not get all the fighting weapons 
they need in time. 
Fortunately, the material exists in America’s great 
{‘mine above the ground.’!

Locating and collecting this scrap is going to require a 
canvass of every house and every farm. Even one old 
shovel will help make 4 hand grenades. 
i We have set up the machinery for this, but it is not 
perfect. It is a problem that can be licked only by 
American resourcefulness, American organization ability, 
American muscle and American will to win.

We now have in every state a State Salvage Committee 
of volunteers working directly under the governor, 
i 
Under these state committees we have county com­ 
mittees and local committees. We have special industrial 
committees working with executives of plants in 421 
industrial centers. 
In rural communities we have the County War Boards. 
These committees can tell you the quickest way to 
get your Junk into action. 
In behalf of the governor and the state committee 
we urge every committee to organize itself into a band 
of ^Salvage Commandos.’! 
You can either sell your scrap to a Junk dealer or you 
can give it to a charity, which in turn will sell it to a 
Junk dealer who performs an important function by 
•Orting it, grading it, packing it and shipping it to the 
right place. 
Wa argo local charities and civic organisations 
to cooperate with the Local Salvage Committee and 
devise a plan of action and collection. 
Wa urga tho scrap dealer to cooperate as fast as he 
can in the collection and shipment of materials. 
Wa urga industrial executives to appoint Salvage 
Managers who have both the responsibility and authority 
to salvage obsolete machinery, tools and dies. 
Wa argo ovary farmer and ovary householder in 
America to act at once. 
Go over your premises with a fine tooth comb. If you 
have already turned in your scrap, look again—you'll 
probably find more. 
If you do not have enough of your own to warrant 
someone coming after it, form a neighborhood pool, or 
take it yourself to the nearest collection point. 


If there is an old heater or boiler Sn your basement too 
heavy for you to move, get your neighbors to help you. 
This is a People's job. It is something you can do with­ 
out interfering with other war work or personal duties. 
It it not enough to pile up a little stuff and expect 
somebody to come and get it. Most of the work is being 
done by patriotic volunteers with inadequate facilities. 
They need your help in collecting scrap material in the 
largest possible amounts and in getting it to the right 
place. 
It is rn direct and personal obligation to all of our 
boys on all fronts. 
You may think, “My little bit” won*t help, but 
your **little bi?9 multiplied thousands and millions 
of times can create a mountain of raw material which 
can actually turn tho fido, 
Tho situation is serious. Your help is needed now*
